In all literature there is no record of an- 
other oration so rich in thought provoking 
ideas, so simple in its verbal arrangement, or 
so grand from the viewpoint of the logician, 
or such a perfect example of rhetorical beauty 
as Paul’s great essay on “Charity” in the thir- 
teenth chapter of First Corinthians. 


No human theory of the “‘afterwhile” meas- 
ures up to the promise of the Lord to those 
who live in harmony with his admittedly cor- 
rect manner of life. The Bible is the best seller 
of all books on the earth today. It is the one 
support for the dying soul, and the only hope 
of the world. A full hearted belief of its teach- 
ings plus a willing obedience to the command- 
ments issued by its Author, and recorded on 
its pages, cannot but result in good for the 
world. No man can possibly gain one thing 
in this world or the world to come by fight- 
ing it. Nor can one possibly lose any worth 
while thing’ either here or hereafter by hold- 
ing tenaciously to it. 


Great the plea of the atheist for the 
moment. What*has he to offer the world? What 
has he ever done for th world? Where is the 
school, hospital, clinic, or other worth while 
thing established, endowed, perpetuated, and 
kept by atheism? Friends, there is no such 
monument. The places of power into which 
they have worked themselves today were built 
and are maintained by the money and efforts 
of BELIEVERS. 


The teaching of and belief in the atheistic 
teaching of today produces anything other than 
gratifying results. Righteousness is winked at, 
immorality is encouraged, corruption is multi- 
plied, and there is no fear left in the hearts of 
the people.in having to answer for their mis- 
conduct. When men lose respect for God, they 
soon lose respect for themselves. It is estimated 
that in 1936 there were 700,000 boys or young 
pecple in the United States leading criminal 
lives. Warden Lawes of Sing Sing says the con- 
tribution of vicious criminals from our high 
schools is constantly increasing, and that they 
are more brazen, vicious, and desperate than 
ever before. It is said that there are more than 
16,000,000 young people in this country that 
have never been in a church house. My young 
friends, what is the future like to you? 


Bible instruction is the best crime prevent- 
ative known because it puts youth in vital touch 
with the perfect system of moral life, and thus 
with the Author of life. A knowledge of the 
Bible teachings will do more to stabilize the 
citizenry of this land than all the G-men, jails, 
reformatories, and other penalization of crime. 


The Bible has been taught in the High 
Schools of Boston for several years and the 
rate of insurance is $12.00. It has been taught 
in New York for several years, and the rate 
of burglary insurance is $20.00. It has been 
banished from the schools of Chicago for more 
than two score years and the burglary insur- 
ance rates are $27:00. Do these figures have 
a meaning to you? Why, if your neighbors were 
all as good is you yourself believe a Christian 
ought to be, you would have no use for docks 
on your doors, for certainly HONESTY is one 
of the Christian graces. 


You who listen today can all recite the 
famous words, “We the people,” etc., as the 
opening words of the Constitution of the United 
States. Now how many of you can repeat the 
first words of the Bible which were read to 
you at the beginning of this article? 


The perpetuity of this good land of ours 
depends upon four chief sources of thought. 
They are the Bible, the English language, the 
common law, and the traditions of liberty. Our 
nation came to its present state or greatness 
through the efforts and sacrifices of those who 
loved the truths of the Bible, and feared the 
God who gave it to us. If there is a land on 
the face of the earth today that should stand 
ready at all times to defend the Bible it is the 
United States of America. When it knocks for 
admittance, we should of all people be ready 
to brush aside all other philosophies and their- 
ies, and let it have preeminence. It should be 
read and studied as the final authority in all 
matters of life and conduct, and should be re- 
ceived as the standard by which the pernicious 
and disturbing elements of atheism shall be 
purged from oru schools and homes. 


Solomon the wise man wrote, “Let us hear 
the conclusion of the whole matter; fear God 
and keep his commandments, for this is the 
whole duty of man.” (Eccle. 12:13.) It will be 
no comfort to the hurting hearts of those who 
follow your lifeless body to the tomb to recall 
that you gave your time and talent while here 
to even such social activities as dancing and 
card playing. Nor would you appreciate having 
the minister who delivers the funeral oration try 
to extoll the virtues of one who was fully ad- 
dicted to drinking, cursing, and other forms 
of immorality. 


Men may do as they choose about believ- 
ing the Bible, and even if they accept it as 
true, they are still creatures of choice, and may 
if they prefer refuse to live in harmony with 
it. This one thing is certain. The safest course 
for any man or weman, boy or girl, is to be- 
lieve God and act like it. It makes one a better 
and more honorable citizen, a more devoted 
parent or companion, and gives him’ assurance 
of happiness when the inevitable day of test- 
ing shall appear. I persuade you’ then to study 
your Bible. Believe it to be safe, and practice 
it to be holy. It will sustain you in the time 
of trial; it will lead you into paths of useful- 
ness; it will comfort you when the efforts of 
all living shall fail; and will lead you at last 
to and through the portal of the land of eternal 
peace and contentment, where the wicked cease 
from troubling, and the weary be at rest.
